Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Examiner and the initialed copy (one copy) have accepted the Information 
Disclosure Statement (IDS) received on October 1, 2002. 



2. The information disclosure statement filed June 13, 2002 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document : 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 
Therefore, the once received on June 13, 2002 has been accepted in part because 
Applicant did not submit European patent applications and PCT applications cited in the 
IDS. 



Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure.

(4) If a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The claimed "determining the characteristics" in claims 1 and 6 is not disclosed in the 
specification as to what the 'characteristics' is referring to. 

6. Claims 2-5 and 7-8 are inherently rejected as being dependent on the rejected 
base claims, claims 1 and 6. 



7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The "determining the characteristics" in claims 1 and 6 is vague and indefinite. What is 
the 'characteristics' refenring to? 

9. Claims 2-5 and 7-8 are inherently rejected as being dependent on the rejected 
base claims, claims 1 and 6. 



Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent numbers 6,748,457 and 6,823,505 issued to Fallon et 
al. and Dowling respectively disclose a data processor having direct memory access 
and program logic array for controlling the direct memory access.
